Democratic National committee, in 
his speech on 'the" revenue, bill on 
Tuesday declared the truth when lie 
said that "without regard to politics 
every member.cf the present congress, 
without a single exception, stands 
ready to vote all of the money aud all 
of the taxes necessary for a "vigorous 
prosecution of the_present war." But 
that does not absolve congress from 
that equally imperative duty of 
scrutinizing taxation and avoiding all 
that is unnecessary or unduly oppres- 
sive. 


The revenue bill proposed -by the 


Republicans of the House proposes 
taxation to the extent of $90,000,000, 
while that of the Democrats of the 
senate proposes $150,000,000. That 
shows which party is most energetic 
in its purpose. The Republicans pro- 
pose to raise 875,000,000 by increased 
tax on beer and tobacco. The'DernO: 
crats accepting this, propose.to add 
$75,000,000 levied on banks, corpora- 
tions and transportation 
and insur- 


ance companies. 
The poor man' will 


thus be made to coutriubte to .the 
war in the increased cost of his to- 
bacco and beer, and the rich will, be 
taxed on all his investments, .whether 
they be in bank railway or other cor- 
poration stock or in bonds and mort- 
gages.

Why does not the government land 
arms and ammunition for the in- 
surgents? Let them organize and 
pcrpare to aid in the invasion by the 
United States troops. 
In the mean- 


time, keep up the blockade, destroy 
the Cape Yerdc licet, prepare our 
army to meet the climate and the 
.arduous duties of a campaign. 
It is 


folly to send soldiers from the ~N"oith- 
orn states into the Cuban climate at 
»;his time of the year. General Miles 
is right, in a military as well as in a 
humane sense. Editor Hard must 
take one horn of the dilemma or the 
other. 
Which will he do? We pre- 


dict neither? We opposed and criti- 
cised the policy of McKinley and have 
nothing to apologize for, but since

dollar on a hundred dollars, can and 
will easily get himself free of the tax 
by dissolving the corporation, going 
into business on his own private ac- 
count, 
thus 
becoming personally 


responsible for his 
business, 
and 


taking the chances of its dying when 
he dies. 
• 
. 


The senator said the marked differ- 


ence as to taxation was that the Re- 
publicans believed taxes should be on 
consumption and the Democrats on 
property. Take the beer tax, and 
beer and tobacco are proper subjects 
of taxation, a tax of $60,000,000 is 
proposed on beer, and this is levied 
on a production amounting to only 
8150,000,000. That is, all right on 
the present Republican theory, but a 
tax on bank* deposits and corpora- 
tions of one-fourth of one per cent, is 
ail wrong.

in the history of taxation in this 
country. The party of trusts, monop- 
olies and protective taxes Would con- 
fine taxation to consumption of the 
necessaries and comforts of life .and 
exempt corporations and surplus capi- 
tal. 
Before we get through with- 


this war at its present rate of pro- 
gress we may have to tax everything 
in sight, incomes included.—Pitts- 
burg Post.

The venerable Horace Leete stands 


today on the farewell footing to the 
7.9th year of his existence. Tomorrov 
he will bid welcome a new year. II 
will have reached tlie eightieth mile 
stone oC his eventful life, marked b; 
honesty of purpose and good-will t< 
all mankind. 


Few men of his age are so well pro 


served. Few indeed retain the bright 
ness of intellect and remain in th 
field of labor and business. He look 
Jike a, man of sixty and is as quick i 
'thought as when fired with the vigo 
of youth. He is still in the harness 
looking after and attending to th 
duties and interests of his planinrj 
mill and lumber possessions with that Program of Exercises to Be 
same shrewdness-so noticeable in the 
years gone by. He is the "Grand Old 
Man of Portsmouth," and the Times 
and all the people extend to him 
their hearty congratulations 
and 


wish him many years more of life. 


He was born in Tioga county, Pa., 


May ' 25th, 1818. His father was 
Uriah Leete and hi? mother Polly 
Ives Leete. They lived on a farm 
and our subject mastered the art of 
plowing, planting and threshing un- 
der the guidance of his parents. 
At 


the age of fifteen years he took a po- 
sition in a printing office at Wells- 
borough. He worked at the case 
three years. 


He afterwards carried the mail 


from Bellfont to Clean, IS". Y., a dis- 
tance of i4G miles, and this, mark 
you, through a dense wilderness. He 
made one trip a week. The winters 
were severe, which, coupled with the 
danger from wild animals, made the 
position extremely hazardous 
and 


risky. 
; 


The happiest experience of his life 


was wheii he was with the corps of 
engineers that surveyed what is now 
the Pennsylvania line through that 
state to the lakes. He was chain car- 
rier and assistant commissary. In the 
party were fifty engineers and not a 
few of them were relatives of presi- 
dents and statesmen. Their work 
toolc them.through a dense wilderness 
inhabited by deer, elk, bear 
and 


panthers. 
There was much spoit in 


hunting during leisure moments and 
the streams furnished delightful fish- 
ing. It was while with these sur- 
veyors Mr, Lcetc lirst saw the intel- 
lectual giant and able statesman, 
HOE. Thaddeus Stevens. It 
was 


along the Husquehanna river, Mr. 
Stevens was then canal commissioner 
of Pennsylvania. He came along on 
horseback. Mr. Leete was charmed 
by his .intellectual appearance. 
He 


says lie will never forget his-black" 
eye and its peculiar flash. 
After' 


Stevens galloped off Mr. Leete in- 
quired who the gentleman might be 
and was then informed that he was 
none other than Thaddeus Stevens, 
the canal commissioner. 


Our subject got an insight into 


business methods by clerking in the 
store ot an uncle in Potter county, 
Pa. Just'previous to this he was edi- 
tor of the first paper ever published 
in Potter county. 


His firsfc vote for President was fcr 


Martin Van Buren in 1840. This 
was the celebrated "Tippecanoe and 
Tyler, too" campaign. In politics 
Mr. Lcete isjaJDernocrat and he has 
always been 'found a hard worker in 
that party's ranks. He was one of the 
auditors of Potter county, Pa., which 
position he resigned to come West. In 
this city he has been twice elected to 
council and once to the school board. 


In the spring of 1850 he landed at 


Gatlettsburg, Ky., with a raft of lum- 
ber, his idea being to engage in this 
business. He 
looked Catlettsburg 


over, but didn't fancy it for a loca- 
tion. In November of the same year 
he set sail with his stock in trade and 
tame into tins port. 
Portsmouth 


suited him and he engaged in busi- 
ness. His partner was the Hon. 
Ralph Leete, his brother, who is a 
prominent 
attorney 
at 
Ironton. 


Their offic'e and lumber yards were on 
West Sixth street, on the lots adjoin- 
ing his present residence. Later on 
Hon. Horace Chapman, of Jackson, 
who is Mr. Leete's nephew, became 
his partner, his brother 
retiring. 


The first bill of lumber he sold here 
was purchased by the late Wm. Pur- 
sell, father of Will Purse!!, of C. P. 
Tracy & Co. 
In the fall of 1864 Mr. Leete quit 


business here and went to .Allegheny 
county, X. Y., where lie bought a 
stock farm. 
He operated this for 


nearly five years, when he returned 
to this city", again engaging in the 
lumber business. His partner this 
time was the late Dari'l Mclntyre 
and they run in connection with their 
vards a planing mill. ,The plant was 
located on West Fifth street. Finally 
he bought out Mr. Mr.Tntyre and soon 
thereafter was completely burned out,
